Planoites will get back on Sunday that hour of sleep they lost in April 
and the city—and the rest of the nation—goes back on standard time 
The official change from daylight saving to standard time occurs at 2 
a m. Sunday, when clocks will be turned back to I a m Standard time will 
remain in effect until April 24, when the clocks will be turned ahead an 
hour for six months of daylight saving time. 
In the meantime, beginning Sunday it will be darker sooner each day 
The Dept, of Transportation, which oversees the time change 
regulations, recommends the slogan of “Spring forward. Fall back­ 
w ard,” for citizens confused over whether to turn the clock ahead or back 
an hour. 
The tim e change will have no effect on Hawaii and Arizona, parts of 
Indiana and all of the Virgin Islands, Puerto Rico and American Samoa 
Those areas never did go on daylight saving time, but stay on standard 
time throughout the year. 
Indiana has the most confusion within its 92 counties There are 80 
counties around Indianapolis, Fort Wayne and South Bend which have 
remained on standart time year-round and no change in the clocks in 
those areas is needed 
But there are six counties in the northwest part of Indiana, around 
Gary and Hammond, and another six in the southwest, around Evans­ 
ville, which have been under daylight time and must turn the clock back 
one hour Sunday. 
The time change is mandated in 
1966 law requiring davlight time to 
start on the last Sunday of each April and standard time on the last 
Sunday of each October.

Halloween Tips Given 


Fire is one of the greatest dangers 
lurking about for youngsters trick-or- 
treating, Fire Marshal Bill Threet has 
reminded 
“ Far more scary than any monster 
or ghostly figure is the possibility of 
flaming clothing and furnishings,” he 
said. “About 30 percent of the time, 
children are the victims of fire and an 
estimated 25 percent of the tragedies 
take place when the children are 
alone or w ithout proper supervision " 
Threet urges parents to buy only 
Halloween costumes, wigs. masks 
and beards labeled “flameproof.” If 
some items are not flameproofed. a 
simple home solution 
can 
insure 
flame resistance 


Saturate the labric with a solution 
of nine ounces of borax, four ounces 
boric acid and one gallon water, then 
wring out and hang to dry. he advises. 
Fabrics treated in this manner still 
retain their flexibility and softness 
The flame retardant qualities are 
lost, however, when the fabric is 
washed again. Threet reminds, so the 
process must be repeated after each 
washing 
The fire official also suggests that 
homemade costumes should avoid 
flimsy m aterials and the yards and 
yards of old sheeting popularly used 
for witch and ghost disguises A touch 
of flame could start a fire in such 
billowing skirts and sleeves

lx*ware of paper bag masks and 
costumes made of paper although 
economical, they too can ignite in an 
instant 
He recommends small flashlights 
rather 
than 
lighted 
candles 
to 
illuminate the faces of pumpkins 
being carried about 
If candles are 
used in display jack-o-lanterns, be 
careful to place the pumpkins where 
they can’t set fire to curtains or other 
decora boas 
“Be extremely careful with tinder 
dry cornstalks and other harvest- 
season decorations,” Threet stressed 
“Don’t place them near fireplaces or 
other sources of heat and don’t let 
them block doorways or stairs ”

E xten sion 
Service, say s the m im osa 
tree is being removed from

The fungal 
organism that causes the 
disease had its origin on the 
eastern seaboard and has 
spread westward in recent 
years 
The wilt. which also occurs 
in cotton, peas and wa’ er- 
melons. results from spores 
that become airborne after 
lying dormant in the soil. It 
affects plant vitality and the 
leaves. The tree later shows 
sym ptom s of color loss and 
droopiness and cracks along 
the 
bark 
soon 
a p p e ar, 
emitting a foul smelling sap. 
Two resistant varieties of 
m im osa trees, Charlotte and 
Tyrone, are currently being 
used but not to a great extent

controls for the disease are 
not profitable at this time. 
About all Homeowners can 
do is to give the trees good 
cultural care and to avoid 
mechanical injury.

Congressional War May Be over Soon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
After eight years of Richard 
Nixon and Gerald Ford, con­ 
gressional Democrats hope 
Jim m y C arter wins the 
presidency and ends the 
political war between the 
executive and legislative 
branches. 
The alternative, 
a 
full 
term for President Ford, 
would signal an extension of 
the partisan quarrel that has 
allow ed 
him 
to 
thw art 
D e m o c ra tic 
p ro g ra m s 
through liberal use of the 
veto. 
Although Democrats are 
certain to retain their Senate 
and House majorities, the 
edge could be thinner and 
the strength of the veto, or 
threat of veto, even more 
powerful than during the 
94th Congress. 
The 
enthusiasm 
of 
possibly having a Democrat 
in the White House is tem ­ 
pered only a bit by the fact 
that 
C arter 
is 
a 
total 
stranger. 
He 
has 
no 
long-term 
political allies or personal 
friends in Congress with the 
possible exception of Rep 
Andrew Young of Georgia 
Most of the others are, at

best, recent acquaintances. 
Sen Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., 
a 
m ajor figure 
among Democratic liberals 
on Capitol Hill, has met 
('arter perhaps a 
half-a- 
dozen times over the last two 
years. Others know him less 
well. 
Presumably, ('arter would 
lean heavily 
on W alter 
Mondale 
as 
his 
vice 
president to help him with a 
Congress that tends to be 
balky and jealous of its own 
powers regardless of who 
occupies the White House. 
The 
Democratic 
liberal 
camp in Congress, which 
places heavy emphasis on 
social p rogram s and is 
willing to shift money from 
defense, space and foreign 
aid, may find Carter a bit 
conservative 
In his campaign, Carter 
has stressed — over and over 
his ambition to achieve a 
balanced budget by the end 
of his first term. And he has 
conceded some programs he 
favors 
may 
have 
to 
be 
delayed or even sidetracked 
if new' revenues cannot be 
generated 
But 
certain ly 
the 
D e m o c ra tic 
c o n tro lle d 
Congress will find Carter 
much more amenable than 
Ford 
On such m ajor issues as 
the 
Hum phrey-H aw kins 
“ full em ploym ent” bill, 
closing 
tax 
loopholes, 
national health insurance, 
defense cuts, 
increased 
housing, an energy program, 
creation of a consum er 
protection 
agency 
and 
others. C arter appears in 
tune 
with 
the 
Capitol 
majority. 
For instance, Kennedy re­ 
cently was asked if he 
agreed with Carter on the 
issues and the reply was “ I 
don't think there are any 
fundamental 
differences” 
Carter, however, may not 
be inclined to move quite as 
quickly as a Congress likely 
to be impatient after eight 
years of Republicans in the 
White House 
C arter — although he 
served one term as Georgia 
governor and also served as 
a state senator — may find 
Congress more difficult to 
deal with than the Georgia 
legislature 
After 
years 
of 
sub­ 
missiveness. Congress has 
reasserted its own role and 


has no intention of again 
becoming an appendage of 
the executive branch 
The 
best example is that the 
lawmakers — beginning last 
year — started setting their 
own budget and not ac­ 
cepting the administration's. 
Congress certain ly will 
grant 
C arter 
a 
“ honeymoon” period and it 
will take some time — if he is 
elected — to determine his 
relations with the Senate and 
House 
And if it turns out bad, 
Carter has promised to go 
over 
the 
head 
of 
the 
Congress to plead his case 
with the American people. 
T here would 
be little 
reason for Congress to grant 
Ford a “honeymoon” period. 
He was given one shortly 
after he became president in 
August, 1974. 


Although he retained the 
personal popularity built 
during 25 years in the House, 
attem pts at cooperation and 
conciliation quickly 
dwin­ 
dled Democrats in Congress 
and R epublicans in the 
administration had too many 
basic differences 
Whatever their majority 
— even the 94th Congress 
failed to prove “ vetoproof" 
— congressional Democrats 
will have to scale down their 
program s 
in 
hopes 
of 
escaping a veto 
Congress will get no help 
from Ford on Humphrey- 
Hawkins 
bill; 
national 
health insurance would be 
scaled down to a 
plan 
c o v e rin g 
c a ta s tro p h ic 
illness; there would be no 
push 
for 
closing 
tax 
loopholes, although there 
could be a new tax cut In 


addition. Congress would be 
asked to approve a defense 
spending program larger 
than the record-breaking one 
passed for fiscal 1977 
The only prospect for a 
change from the past two 
years would be that Ford, 
once elected, would be freed 
from political pressures 
constitutionally barred from 
seeking another term. 
But with his conservative 
record dating back a quarter 
of a century, there is little 
chance Ford would move 
closer to the center and join 
congressional 
Democrats 
there

John Murray, 16, has competed in judo for seven years and 
was most recently the gold medalist in the AAU Southwest 
District competition and silver medal winner in AAU 
regional competition. 
In his seven years of competition, he has won 12 junior
